But the court was called upon to decide whether or 
not leaving a husband who did not provide any other 
home than his mother s is justifiable cause.

IIT A S H I N G T O N —With the 
’ » President’s fourth term now 
in the bag, the big question here 
is whether there will be any 
shake-up in the cabinet. The best 
guess is not much, if any. 
All the cabinet members are 
expected to turn in their resigna­ 
tions. This is traditional. Interior 
Secretary Harold L. Ickes is al­ 
ways one of the first to “resign,” 
and his undated resignation has 
reportedly been or the Presi­ 
dent’s desk for weeks. However, 
this year Ickes wasn’t first, ac ­ 
cording to White House rumors 
Labor Secretary Frances Perkins 
has had her undated resignation 
in 
the 
President’s 
basket 
for 
months. 
The pre-election resignation ol 
John R. Stedman as director of 
lite Labor department’s concilia­ 
tion service has given rise lo the 
rumor that way has been cleared 
for his appointment as successor 
to Mrs. Perkins. 
Strelman isn’t well known out­ 
side government and industrial 
circles, but his effectiveness in 
those circles is almost without 
blemish. Although he has been 
handling labor disputes at the 
rate of about 2,500 a year, he 
never has really been under the 
guns of either labor or industry 
Ho wove r, Steelman's resigna­ 
tion has also been attributed to 
the fact that he has been offered 
three or four times his present 
salary of $9 , 0 0 0 a year »o go into 
private industry as a labor rela­ 
tions consultant. If that is true, 
there's little likelihood that he’* 
angling for Madame Perkins* lob 
or could even be persuaded to 
take it. 


Secretary of Agriculture. Secre­ 
tary Claude R. Wickard has, since 
shortly 
after 
his appointment, 
been under critical fire. Much of 
the authority he normally would 
have has been assigned to the 
War Food 
Administration 
and 
other agencies over which he has 
no control. 
Bound up in this speculation, 
too, is what President Roosevelt 
is going to do with Vice President 
Wallace. Wallace’s loyalty in the 
face of the Chicago convention 
turn-down 
certainly 
earmarks 
him for some big job. Will it be 
return to the cabinet as Secretary 
of Agriculture? Speculators here 
don’t think so. Wickard’s loyalty 
in the face of dwindling author­ 
ity has been no less. 
Best guess here now is that 
Wallace will be given some sort 
of roving ambassadorial assign­ 
ment, probably in Latin America. 
Whatever his job will be, it’s 
apparent that Wallace isn’t wor­ 
ried about it. Although he refuses 
to give any hint of what’s ahead, 
it’s clear that he knows and is 
satisfied That could hardly be ar
